Dear Bidder, 


Welcome to our annual Long Beach World & Ancient Coins Auction. On the heels of our Platinum Night auction 
in Denver just a month ago, we’ve pulled together another outstanding group of coins for your perusal — nearly 
4,000 in number! While there are many reasons to get excited about this sale, we think diversity is its greatest 
asset. From ancient to modern, circulation strike to presentation proof, and valued from a few hundred dollars 
to many thousands, this auction truly has something for everyone. 


Our Long Beach auction kicks off with an exceptional assortment of Ancient Greek, Judaean, Roman and 
Byzantine coins, totaling nearly 700 lots. Highlighting our Signature section of Greek coins are a pair of rarities, 
a beautiful gold stater of Eohesus, and a hitherto unpublished gold stater of lonia, Magnesia, one of only two 
surviving specimens thus far ever offered at auction. The Greek section also features long runs of Mint State 
Athenian “owl” tetradrachms, electrum hectes of Cyzicus, Mytilene and Phocaea, and Persian gold darics. If 
you've hoped to add some of these classic types to your collection, now is your opportunity! Highlights of the 
Roman section include a splendid early Republican didrachm, a choice denarius of the assassin Brutus, a run 
of spectacular Augustus silver denarii featuring many rare portrait and reverse types, a charming gold aureus 
of Lucilla, and an exceptional offering of late Roman and Byzantine gold solidi, all graded Choice AU to Mint 
State or better by NGC. 


Within the World section, the selection of Russian coins is particularly notable, with a handful of proofs standing 
out. In addition to the many minor denominations, we present a remarkable run of proof Roubles dated 
1831, 1842, 1851 and 1900; the 1831 “wings down” piece, with its attractive toning band over the obverse, is 
especially pleasing. Another proof Russian rarity is a pattern 2 Kopecks of Nicholas | dated 1828. The last time 
an example crossed the auction block, it realized far in excess of $20,000. 


Another highlight is a MS62-graded Palestine 1931 100 Mils. Long known as the key to the 59-coin series in 
uncirculated grade, this piece is only the fourth Mint State example thus far graded by PCGS. Because of the 
historic nature of the Palestine series, and the achievable goal of assembling a complete set, this type remains 
in constant demand. 


Several exceptional Chinese coins also demand attention. Among the auction’s most highly estimated coins 
are two dollars from the reign of Kuang-hsu; one is a general imperial issue and the other from the province of 
Kiangnan. Graded MS64+ and MS63+ by NGC, both examples remain exceptionally brilliant, with traces of light 
golden tone at the edges. Type collectors of Chinese dollars would be hard-pressed to find better examples. 


Finally, fans of Latin American coins will delight in a run of Mexican Cap & Scales 10 and 20 pesos. Nearly 
complete by issuing mint, this group offers a mixture of coins with elite grades, dates that are extremely rare, 
and issues from short-lived and seldom-seen mints. 


As this is our last major U.S.-based auction of 2017 (don’t forget our December auction in Hong Kong!), we 
hope you'll make the journey to sunny Long Beach, California to join us for the festivities. We truly enjoy getting 
together with you, our clientele, and nothing compares to sharing the joys of collecting with others who “get it.”

The rare Hellenistic gold staters of Ephesus have been the subject 
of long-running debate over when they were struck. In the 1880s, 
the eminent Barklay V. Head assigned them to the period of the 
Mithradatic Wars, circa 88-86 BC, when Ephesus briefly came 
under the control of the Pontic King Mithradates VI Eupator. 
However, as more varieties were discovered over the next century, 
it became clear they were struck over a much longer period of 
time. G.K. Jenkins, in a 1987 article, placed them in two groups 
starting in the later second century BC, after the Roman take- 
over of Asia Province in 133 BC, and linked the reverse symbols 
present on several varieties to similar symbols found on the 
common cistophoric tetradrachm coinage of the Roman era. 
Staters with a simpler two-letter ethnic, including the present 
example, belong to the earlier period, prior to 100 BC, while 
coins with a longer form come later in the series.

Magnesia ad Meandrum was founded on the banks of the 
Lecathus, a tributary of the Meander river, in south-western 
Ionia icirca the mid-700s BC by a tribe from Thessaly known as 
the Magnetes, plus colonists from Crete. In the mid-2nd century 
BC, Magnesia was among the cities that enjoyed a Renaissance 
of classical Greek coinage, issuing large and beautiful stephano- 
Phoric (“wreath bearing”) silver tetradrachms bearing a lovely 
head of the city’s patron goddess, Artemis, with a reverse depict- 
ing her brother Apollo standing atop a meander pattern. These 
coins carried the names of a series of magistrates (or, as suggest- 
ed by Nicholas F. Jones, wealthy civic patrons who financed the 
coinage), including probably the same Euphemos and Pausanius 
named on our unique gold stater, allowing us to date this remark- 
able piece to the same era as the stephanophoric tetradrachms, 
circa 155-145 BC. While Artemis graces the obverse, the reverse 
depiction of Nike driving a biga is otherwise unknown on any 
coinage of Magnesia and suggests that the issuance of our stater 
was in honor of a military victory of some kind, or perhaps the 
anniversary of a great victory. Since Magnesia was not itself a 
military powerhouse, the occasion must remain an open question, 
although the 40th anniversary of the Battle of Magnesia, which 
fell in December 150 BC, is a possibility. Although the battle 
between the Roman Republic and the Seleucid Kingdom occurred 
near a different Magnesia (ad Sipylum in Lydia), it effectively 
freed western Asia Minor from Seleucid control and gave the 
cities therein a large measure of autonomy within the loosely con- 
trolled Pergamene Kingdom.

Debate has long swirled regarding the identity of the ‘helmeted 
hero’ appearing on the obverse of this type - is it Seleucus I 
himself, or Alexander the Great, or a composite demigod incor- 
porating features of Seleucus, Alexander and Dionysus? In the 
Handbook of Syrian Coins (HGC 9, CNG 2009), Oliver Hoover 
opts for identifying the portrait as an idealized image of Seleucus 
himself. The reverse design of Nike crowning trophy, shown with 
exemplary centering and unusual clarity in this example, was 
paralleled by a nearly simultaneous issue of the Syracusan tyrant 
Agathocles. The motif would prove highly influential in both 
Greek and Roman coins for centuries to come.

The Seleucus I tetradrachms with a biga of elephants on the 
reverse are significantly rarer than those with a quadriga of 
elephants. The most prolific issue of the quadriga type was pro- 
duced by Seleucia on the Tigris, to which Oliver Hoover, in The 
Handbook of Greek Coins, assigns a rarity rating of Common to 
Scarce. There were a total of 43 different reverse varieties used 
at this mint according to Houghton and Lorber (SC 130), meaning 
the output was quite significant. The only mint to produce the 
reverse type with a biga of elephants, however, was Susa (SC 177 
and HGC 9, 1&c), which had only six emissions, suggesting the 
output was less than 15% that of Seleucia.

This double shekel carries the usual galley obverse used at Sidon 
to advertise its wealth through maritime trade and its naval 
power. Sidon was one of the primary contributors of ships to the 
navy of the Persian Empire in times of war. The reverse type is 
remarkable and a little controversial. It appears to depict the 
Persian king riding in a chariot while the king of Sidon follows 
behind holding ritual objects, symbolizing the vassal status of 
Sidon. Recently it has been suggested that the apparent Persian 
king is really some unknown local deity and that the scene repre- 
sents a religious procession, although it is difficult to understand 
why a Sidonian god would appear in Persian royal regalia.

Most investigations of the historical events behind the ministry 
and crucifixion of Jesus Christ provide a range of about three 
and a half years, with his ministry starting in AD 29 (“the fif- 
teenth year of Tiberius Caesar” as related in Luke) and ending 
with his death on April 7, AD 33.

The “Theon / Adelphon” gold coinage of Ptolemy II comes in 
several denominations, including the huge mnaieion, weighing 
nearly an ounce (see previous lot); its half, of which this and the 
next lots comprise excellent examples; and a gold quarter-mnaie- 
ion or didrachm, weighing about 7 grams.

The traditional identification of the Gallic warrior depicted on 
the obverse of this issue as Vercingetorix, leader of the great 
Gallic rebellion against Caesar in 55-54 BC, has been chal- 
lenged as unprovable and unlikely.

Marcus Junius Brutus was a blue-blooded Roman who had 
attained a fortune by lending money at exorbitant interest rates 
when he was suborned into the conspiracy against his former 
benefactor, Julius Caesar. As his distant ancestor had entered 
history as a great tyrannicide, Brutus soon became the de-facto 
leader and spokesmen for the assassins. After the Ides of March, 
Brutus induced a cowed senate to give him a governorship in 
northern Greece and promptly departed to raise money and arms 
for the brewing civil war against Caesar’s adherents. He cut a 
brutal swath through Greece, Thrace and Asia Minor, looting 
city treasuries and enforcing horrendous taxes at the point of a 
sword. He turned his ill-gotten gains into silver denarii to pay 
his growing army and navy, including this type. Brutus and 
his companions were soon maneuvered into battle against the 
Caesarians at Philippi in Greece, where Mark Antony proved to 
be much the better general. Brutus took his own life with the very 
dagger he had plunged into Caesar, earning this unattractive 
character the reputation as a martyr for the cause of liberty.

A trusted supporter of Julius Caesar and his faction, Gnaeus 
Domitius Calvinus had an up-and-down career during the 
imperatorial era, winning victory over the anti-Caesarians as 
commander of the center at Pharsalus, but suffering an ignomini- 
ous defeat at the hands of the Bosporan King Pharnaces II in 47 
BC that forced Caesar to break off his liaison with Cleopatra and 
deal with the issue himself. He was granted a second Consulship 
in 40 BC and made proconsul of Hispania, where he undertook 
further conquests and was acclaimed Imperator by his troops. 
His unusual coinage was struck at Osca in Spain and clearly pat- 
terned on the local issues of that city.

This remarkable denarius depicts Octavain, youngest member of 
the Triumvirate ruling Rome, with a slight beard, much against 
the Roman conventions of the day, which called for upper-class 
males to be clean-shaven. It could represent a beard of mourning, 
traditionally grown in the months following the loss of a loved one. 
In this case the mourning would be for Julius Caesar, Octavian’s 
grand-uncle and adoptive father; however his death was four 
years previous to the striking of this coin and the mourning period 
would surely have passed. It was also traditional for Roman men 
to sport a beard when setting off for battle. In 40 BC, Octavian 
was engaged in a bitter “little war” against Fulvia and Lucius 
Antony, the wife and sister of his triumviral partner Mark Antony, 
which saw the rebels besieged and defeated at Perusia in central 
Italy. This may be the occasion for Octavian’s beard, and the pres- 
ence of a legionary eagle, standards, a measuring rod and a plow 
on the reverse may make reference to the siege of Perugia and its 
resettlement by retired soldiers of the Triumviral armies.

This reverse type celebrates the recovery by Augustus of the 
legionary standards lost to the Parthians through the disas- 
trous campaigns of Crassus and Mark Antony in 53 and 36 BC. 
Augustus accomplished this triumph through diplomacy backed 
by military muscle. In 20 BC, Augustus embarked on a tour 
of the eastern provinces while his stepson Tiberius led a large 
army into Armenia, which had recently risen in revolt against 
its Parthian-installed king, Artaxes. Tiberius drove Artaxes into 
exile and crowned in his place Tigranes, who had been living as 
an honored exile in Rome for 10 years. The Parthians reacted 
meekly to this show of force and handed over the Roman stan- 
dards that had been prized possessions for many decades. Also 
of interest is the bust of a goddess identified as Feronia on the 
obverse. Feronia is an early Italic goddess worshipped by the 
Sabines and by the Roman plebs as a guarantor of their liber- 
ties. Her bust appears on several coins struck by this moneyer, P. 
Petronius Turpilianus, suggesting his family regarded her as a 
patron deity.

He thus created the role of “emperor” as a constitutional auto- 
crat. This denarius records Augustus as having been awarded by 
the Senate the Corona Civica or oak crown, awarded to someone 
who had “saved the citizenry” of Rome.

“Elagabalus” is the name of the Syrian solar deity worshipped in 
Emesa, the city from which the female side of the Severan dynasty 
derived.

The emperor 
now commonly called Elagabalus started out life as Varius Avitus 
Bassianus, the grandson of Julia Maesa, sister to the Empress 
Julia Domna; after assuming the purple he took the name 
Antoninus Pius in imitation of his maternal uncle (now commonly 
called Caracalla). As a priest of Elagabalus, after winning the 
throne, he ordered the Stone of Emesa brought to Rome in a 
special chariot, paraded in procession with priests and acolytes 
the entire way from Syria. The chariot is seen on the reverse of 
this rare coin type from the mint of Antioch.

The numeral XCVI (96) on the reverse indicates the theoreti- 
cal weight of the argenteus, 1/96th of a Roman pound. With the 
Roman pound (or libra, hence the abbreviation “LB” for pound) 
weighing 329.9 grams, this works out to 3.426 grams of silver, 
which is pretty close to the average weight for a late Roman 
argenteus. The argenteus was Diocletian’s attempt to reintroduce 
a circulating currency in good silver after decades of runaway 
debasement and inflation had reduced Roman coins essentially to 
base metal tokens.

Having absorbed Greek phi- 
losophy from childhood, she became an accomplished poet, prose 
writer and orator. She traveled to Constantinople in AD 420 and 
caught the eye of Emperor Theodosius II, who was in the market 
for a wife. His sister, Pulcheria, insisted that she convert to 
Christianity before any marriage, terms that she readily accepted. 
The new empress immediately became an advocate for universal 
education and tolerance, particularly toward Jews and other per- 
secuted sects. She also sought to blend Classical Hellenism and 
Christianity. This placed her at odds with Pulcheria, who began 
to denigrate the sincerity of her conversion. To prove her devo- 
tion, Eudocia made a pilgrimage to the Holy Land in AD 438, but 
soon after returning she was accused of adultery and banished 
from the court. Theodosius still loved her, however, and she was 
able to retire to Jerusalem where she continued her writing and 
charitable work until her death in AD 460.

Even as Rome slipped under control of the Ostrogothic King 
Theodoric, its mint continued to strike gold coins in the name of 
the East Roman emperors, preserving the fiction that the Amali 
monarch ruled as viceroy of a united Empire. Athalaric, the 
grandson of Theodoric, succeeded to the Ostrogothic throne 
at the age of 10 in AD 526. His mother, Amalasuntha, was pro- 
Roman and cozied up to Constantinople, much to the dismay of 
the Ostrogothic nobility. The relationship grew even closer after 
Justinian I the Great came to power in Constantinople in 527, 
but Athalaric’s heavy drinking led to his early death in AD 534, 
setting the stage for a revolt by the anti-Roman nobles and the 
catastrophic Ostrogothic-Byzantine war that followed.

Jesus is shown in a seem- 
ingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, curly hair and a 
close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses and medium- 
length beard on coins of the first reign. Various theories have 
been put forth to explain this abrupt change in iconography, but 
it remains mysterious. At any rate young, curly headed Christ 
proved a short-lived depiction. It would not be until the end of the 
iconoclastic era in the late 9th century AD that Christ would again 
be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the image would revert to the 
more traditional long-haired visage of Justinian IT's first reign.

A Macedonian peasant, Basil came to Constantinople as a young 
man seeking his fortune, and can hardly have done any better. 
Despite having no education or money, he parlayed an appoint- 
ment as a groom in the Imperial stables into a friendship with 
the Emperor Michael III “The Drunkard,” who appointed him 
co-emperor in May of AD 866. Basil next contrived the murder 
of the powerful Caesar Bardas, then, in September of 867, he 
did away with Michael himself. Once installed as uncontested 
ruler, he proved himself as gifted as he was cunning, crafty and 
ruthless. He continued the military expansion begun by his prede- 
cessors and dealt the Arabs and Slavs several heavy defeats while 
consolidating and strengthening the empire’s new frontiers. He 
is shown here with his eldest and favorite son Constantine, who, 
predeceased him in AD 879.

The son of Romanus II, Basil IT inherited the purple at the age of 
five in when his father died in AD 963; however he had to fight off 
several challenges to his rule and was not fully secure until AD 
989. The experience made a hard, austere man of him. Monastic 
in tastes and militant in manners, he never married and devoted 
his whole reign to administering the state and leading armies 
into battle. He expended enormous efforts toward destroying the 
Bulgarian menace once and for all. At the Battle of Kleidion in 
1014, he acquired his nickname “Bulgar—slayer” (Bulgaroctonos) 
when he captured and blinded 15,000 Bulgarians; the Bulgarian 
Tsar Samuel died of despair when he beheld the fate his men. The 
Fatamids and Arabs also felt his wrath and he oversaw the annex- 
ation of Georgia to the Empire. He kept wealthy aristocrats on a 
short leash and favored peasants and small farmers, backbone 
of the army. By Basil’s death in 1025, the medieval Byzantine 
Empire had reached its greatest size, power and prestige.

Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may 
declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have 
been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for 
bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. Regardless that bids are made on a Property, Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw the Properties, or any part of the Properties, from the Auction at any time 
prior to the opening of any lot containing such Properties for sale by the auctioneer (crier), or in the case of 
Internet-only auctions when the bid opens for either live bidding online or the beginning of the extended

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion.

Welcome to our annual Long Beach World & Ancient Coins Auction. On the heels of our Platinum Night auction 
in Denver just a month ago, we’ve pulled together another outstanding group of coins for your perusal — nearly 
4,000 in number! While there are many reasons to get excited about this sale, we think diversity is its greatest 
asset. From ancient to modern, circulation strike to presentation proof, and valued from a few hundred dollars 
to many thousands, this auction truly has something for everyone. 


Our Long Beach auction kicks off with an exceptional assortment of Ancient Greek, Judaean, Roman and 
Byzantine coins, totaling nearly 700 lots. Highlighting our Signature section of Greek coins are a pair of rarities, 
a beautiful gold stater of Eohesus, and a hitherto unpublished gold stater of lonia, Magnesia, one of only two 
surviving specimens thus far ever offered at auction. The Greek section also features long runs of Mint State 
Athenian “owl” tetradrachms, electrum hectes of Cyzicus, Mytilene and Phocaea, and Persian gold darics. If 
you've hoped to add some of these classic types to your collection, now is your opportunity! Highlights of the 
Roman section include a splendid early Republican didrachm, a choice denarius of the assassin Brutus, a run 
of spectacular Augustus silver denarii featuring many rare portrait and reverse types, a charming gold aureus 
of Lucilla, and an exceptional offering of late Roman and Byzantine gold solidi, all graded Choice AU to Mint 
State or better by NGC. 


Within the World section, the selection of Russian coins is particularly notable, with a handful of proofs standing 
out. In addition to the many minor denominations, we present a remarkable run of proof Roubles dated 
1831, 1842, 1851 and 1900; the 1831 “wings down” piece, with its attractive toning band over the obverse, is 
especially pleasing. Another proof Russian rarity is a pattern 2 Kopecks of Nicholas | dated 1828. The last time 
an example crossed the auction block, it realized far in excess of $20,000. 


Another highlight is a MS62-graded Palestine 1931 100 Mils. Long known as the key to the 59-coin series in 
uncirculated grade, this piece is only the fourth Mint State example thus far graded by PCGS. Because of the 
historic nature of the Palestine series, and the achievable goal of assembling a complete set, this type remains 
in constant demand. 


Several exceptional Chinese coins also demand attention. Among the auction’s most highly estimated coins 
are two dollars from the reign of Kuang-hsu; one is a general imperial issue and the other from the province of 
Kiangnan. Graded MS64+ and MS63+ by NGC, both examples remain exceptionally brilliant, with traces of light 
golden tone at the edges. Type collectors of Chinese dollars would be hard-pressed to find better examples. 


Finally, fans of Latin American coins will delight in a run of Mexican Cap & Scales 10 and 20 pesos. Nearly 
complete by issuing mint, this group offers a mixture of coins with elite grades, dates that are extremely rare, 
and issues from short-lived and seldom-seen mints. 


As this is our last major U.S.-based auction of 2017 (don’t forget our December auction in Hong Kong!), we 
hope you'll make the journey to sunny Long Beach, California to join us for the festivities. We truly enjoy getting 
together with you, our clientele, and nothing compares to sharing the joys of collecting with others who “get it.”
